School  Report 


The  number  of  children  enumerated  by  the  Truant  Officer, 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  sixteen,  is  eighty-two. 

Our  schools  at  the  close  were  running  smoothly  and  with 
satisfaction.  The  Crawley's  Falls  was  in  charge  of  Miss 
Mary  Wilbur  during  the  spring  and  winter  terms,  who  gave 
perfect  satisfaction  as  a  thoroughly  competent  teacher  and 
disciplinarian,  and  the  school  under  her  charge  made  com- 
mendable progress. 

Irene  J.  Trefethen  took  charge  of  the  East  Brentwood 
school  for  the  winter  term,  and  proved  herself  a  faithful  and 
satisfactory  teacher. 

Miss  Florence  Merrick  taught  the  fall  and  winter  terms  at 
the  South  road  school,  it  being  her  first  attempt  at  teaching, 
and  met  with  highly  satisfactory  results  in  every  respect. 

The  school  at  North  road  has  for  the  past  year  been  in 
charge  of  Miss  S.  Gertrude  Towle,  who  has  fully  sustained 
her  well  known  reputation  as  a  successful  teacher. 

The  visits  of  parents  to  the  schools  are  a  benefit  to  the 
teachers,  and  we  think  an  effort  in  that  direction  would  show 
an  improvement  in  the  schools,  for  by  personal  inspection  a 
better  knowledge  of  the  schools  can  be  obtained  than  by  any 
report  obtained  elsewhere.  As  a  school  board  it  has  been 
our  aim  as  far  as  possible  to  procure  teachers,  who  are  thor- 
oughly competent  to  instruct  the  pupils.  The  geographies 
have  been  replaced  by  a  new  and  up-to-date  series,  which 
have  given  good  satisfaction.  A  new  blackboard  has  been 
put  up  at  South  road  school.  A  hard  pine  floor  has  been 
put  in  at  North  road  school  house,  and  a  number  of  other 
repairs,  and  still  there  are  more  that  should  be  done.
